Gift to Victoria and Albert 
Museum. 


The Victorias and Albert 
Mnseam has acquired, by gift, 
what may perhaps justly be 
described as the most important 
example of Chinese furniture yet 
seen in England.. Forsome weoks 
the throne of the Emperor Ch'ien 
Lung was on exbibitian in Messrs. 
Spink and Son’s Oriental Gallery. 
St. James’s. The Museum was 
giveo an option of purchaseon 
exceptionally favourable terms, 
but its resourcés were quite 
unequal to so large ap under: 
taking; and the nation owes this 
splencid acquisition to the 
generosity of a private donor, Mr, 
George Swift, J.P. who at the 
critical moment provided tbe 
whole of the sum required. 


The throne, was one of 8 
pair, formerly in. the 
Palace of WNan-Haidze, near 
Peking, its companion. - being 
believed tobe now in the posgses- 
sion of the President of the 
Chinese Republic. [t was mada 
in the-Imperial lacquor factory, 
maintained by Ch'ieo Lung for 
that Emperor's personal use. 
With the exception of the seat, 
which is of fine flat red lacquer, 
‘vith floral decoration, itis execat- 
ed throughout.in carved lacquer of 
superbquality aud workmanship, 
mainly red, but with layers also of 
green in two shades, brown and 
yellow. “,

Did the lascara aboard the-P. — 
and ©. liner Egypt show. 
cowardice and rush. the boats 
when the ship was sinking in the 
Bay of Biscay.on May 30? 

This question was considered 


at the Board of Trade inguiry 


into the loes of the Egypt, which 
sank after a collision during a 
fog with the French steamer 
Seine. 

Eighty-seven lives were lost— 


ocourred.. 

The Solicitor. General (Sir Leslie 
Scott), who represented the Board 
of Tradd, said the Court's gravest 
task would be to consider how it 
was that, when the accident hap- 
pened, with such large boat dc- 
commodation and so small a 
number of passengers as there 
were, such serious loss of lifs took 
place. 


THE FGYPT'S SPEED. 


The craw consisted partly of 
white men and Indians. Lascars 
were deck hands, When the 
accident occurred wireless mes- 
sages were sent out, but the 
nearest vessel was nine miles 
away. . ‘ 

It would be important for the 
Court to find what'the speed of 
the Egypt was at the time (con- 
tinved Sir Loestie}! and whether 
'pre ns were taken topravent 
Cunivaioa. 

Of the total boats of the vessel 
only sixgot away. Twoorthree « 
others were cut adrift so as to 
float when the vessel sack. 

Sixty or saventy persons were 
in one or two boats, Six boats 
were more than enough to take™ 
evarybody off if there had been 
time for everybedy to getinto the 
proper boats. 

Tato some of the boats members 
ofthe native crew crowded at an 
early stage. 

“Et was clear that some, per- 
bapa many, of the natives were 
in & state of terror. Some ot 
them said they did not know 
where to find their life jackets:*—— 

He suggested that the Court 
should investigate thrt point, and, 
also, whether there were any 
difficulties of Tangnage in trans- .

Captsin Sir Frank Notley, the 
company’s marine supennten- 
dent, give evidence,

for better men than lascara or. 
Gosnoese,” he said, in answer to 
Mr. Cotter, who represented the 
Amalgamated Marine Workers” 
Union. 

Witness added tbat he bad- 
varcly, if ever, heard of larcars- 
showing fuuk. They served on 
all sorts of ships during the war. 

Captain Ramm, docks superin- 
tendent of the P. and O. Company;

better than Britieh seamen. 

Captain Collier, master of the 
Egypt, who has been ill since the 
collision, ssid st the time of the 
impact the Egypt was moving at 
three knots. 

When the inquiry was resurned 
ou July 25 Captain Collier, master 
of the ill-fated vessel, told a- 
dramatic story of the terror that 
seized the Lascar members of the 
crew, and ssid everybody seemat 
to be crouching witb fear. He 
admitted that:— ; 

All the Egypt's boats were not 
swung out in readiness for laonch- 
ing when bad weather was 
reported; ° 

Crew did not go to ‘he right boat 
stations; 

Their main ides wes to get
